Declaration of Principles. 


It is wrong to use violence and the threat of violence to rob, extort, coerce, or manipulate 
others. The failure to recognize this is holding this society back. The end does not justify the 
means, because the end is contained within the means. So, the problem isn’t who should be 
robbed, or how much to rob, nor is it what to do with the ill-gotten gains; rather, the problem is 
the robbery itself. 


Loaning out that which belongs to another while claiming to be holding it for the owner 
is fraud, because a fixed quantity cannot simultaneously occupy two locations at once. Loaning 
out that which one does not have is an even greater fraud because it ascribes the power to 
create something from nothing to mere mortals. In the case of money, what is really going on is 
that value is being siphoned off from preexisting currency, and through inflation the holders 
thereof are robbed of their purchasing power, and by extension, of the fruits of their labor.
